Jupari did not force President Wilson’s 
hand, regarding Shantung by threa­ 
tening to bolt the conference, 
as did 
Italy. 
“There 
were 
wild 
rumors 
abroad in Paris 
to th a t effect at the 
time,” he says, “these th re ats being to 
the effect that 
Japan would not join 
the le a g u e of Nations, but these were 
wild rum ors and Jap an's real actions 
had nothing to do with th e m .” 
Mr. Lansing's statem ents that J a ­ 
pan attem pted to force the adoption of 
the racial equality clause by announc­ 
ing a decision 
to refuse to sign 
the 
peace treaty is also denied by the J a ­ 
panese peace delegate. 
The delegates 
of all the powers 
represented, 
says 
Viscount Makino,

than to secure the best peace possible 
and such guarantee as would make se­ 
cure the peace of the world, and any­ 
thing in the nature of a threat from 
anyone could not be tolerated.

tificate shall also bear the m inor’* 
>wn signature. 
Said certificate shall 
remain on file w ith the employer d u r­ 
ing said m inor’s term of employment, 
to lie returned to the minor when

This ruling was formulated in ro-op- 
eration with the S tate D epartm ent 
of Public Instruction, for the purpose 
of protecting em ployers of labor of 
I he S tate against violations 
of the 
Child Labor Law, and the consequent 
imposition of an increase of lf) per 
cert income tax by the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent .
